Hon. Everett W. Stetson, In 1&B6, as mem- 
ber of the Exceptive .Council and Chairman 
of that Committee, with Col. Z.*A. Smith 
as clerk, inaugurated the system under the 
Act, which, with some minor modification?, 
has been in practice ever, since. After a 
time the Council made an arrangement 
whereby the business was transacted, by 
the Adjutant General, but U was always 
under Ihe control tf the Council, and undet 
the Immediate direction of fhe .committet 
on "State Beneficiaries afld Pensions.' 
While In the Adjutant General's office thfr 
clerical work was performed successively 
by George N. Page, Esq., now'cas~hier 0;" 
tbe First National Bank of Skowhegan, 
and Major S. J. '3aliaguer, botto men of 
superior capacity, asiclerks.

ConncUlors Campbell, Robie aad Wilso ij 


compose the coctmittee on "Beaeflclaries1 


and Pensions'1 Wr 1881 and 1883. and tbe 
chairman, Mr. Campbell, has givtn mucti 
time to the matter, in some cases visiting 
towns for the purposes of ascertaining' 
facts not otherw 3e obtainable. The.same 
gentlemen served as this committee in 1680.1 
It has been the custom for the.clerk or 
agent, who is simply an employ^ of the 
Governor and Council, to issue certificates 
on cases that were properly made up and 
fully substantiated, where no doubt could 
be entertained. 
These certificates were 


issued "By order of the'Governor and 
Council." All'Csses upon which there are 
anyjdoubts, or waere the proof Is insnffi- 
dent, are submitted to the Governor and 
Council through t|he chairman of the Coun- 
cil Committee. 


Governor Flats ;ed having agreed to this 


method for one year and three months, 
suddenly finds that be has bad no voice or 
part in tbe matter, purposes to have a 
change, and proposes that each! and every 
case shall be passed upon by the Governor, 
and Council, and furthermore declares that 
he will not have, MBJ.

It will be re*membered that the clerk or 


agent ;is not an employe of the Governor 
or of the Council, but of the Governor at d 
Council. It needs the concurrence ofbolh 
the Governor ana tbe Council to emplcy 
and pay the clerk or agent, and his woik 
must have the apf rovai or sanction of bo h 
in order to be legal. Had the Council mVt 
the Governor in'the same spirit manUe&tfd 
by him, tne resuli would have been a GU=^ 
pension of payment of pensions for tbe rest 
of the year, bud they, be.ing reasonab.e 


men, 
and looking'at tbe interest of all con- 


cerned, consented to an arningemeot 
whereby the pensioners without 'great de- 
lay will get the money appropriated fc r 
them by the Legislature, a though a faith- 
ful and capable clerk is unjustly dealt with, 
and others 'put t3 inconvenience &y tte 
work passing into inexperienced hands. 


The Argus attempts to bring to life an 


exploded falsehood in regard to an affi- 
davit of a Mr. FOES to the eflect tbat M»j. 
Gallagher, in 1878^ told him he would gii e 
him a pension if h3 ijould vote tbe Eepul-^ 
lican ticket. 2ir. Fbss Is & poor, broken 
down man. and w.i3 induced to sign tte 
paper by payment of a sum of molney and 
deception. Be has subsequently'said to 
several personstfhat this was the case, and 
he has since voluntarily placed jn Msj. 
Gallagher's bands a statement In his own 
handwriting as to the falsity of the state- 
ment procured by Plllsbury & Co. in 1S7S! 
It is a significant iact that the date of the 
affidavit of Mr. Foss againstMaj. Gallagher 
in-1879, is identical with the date of a «r- 
tiflcate te the Treasurer of State, whereby 
he Is notified that the pension of Mr. Foss 
is increased to tbe amount of 824.00. 


Those who are personally acquainted 


with Mr. Gallagher know him to be..7tones£ 
te a cent, methodical^ and accurate to a 
line; agd, even we -e he Defective in these 
qualities, he is a man of too great discretion 
to make such a silly proposition to a man 
like MT. Foss. 


Tbe other leading idea of the Argus co-- 


respondent, viz: that the pay Of Mr. Galla- 
gher will be increased by hia taking tte 
desk of Mr. W-hitten, and at the same tin.e 
Mr. Whitten's paj will be Increased by at- 
tending to the pension business, seems to 
be paradoxical to ordinary'mortals. -Leg- 
islative appropriations are too stubborn 
and matter of fact to be affected by changes 
of this kind. 


Finally: the Argus (reals tbe Council in 


most unfair and disingenuous fashion;. 
The action of the Council in transferring 
tbe routine pension business to the Secre- 
tary of State bad to receive the sanction ol 
the Governor in order to have the force of 
law.' The arrangement" about clerks was 
also brought about by thei joint action of 
the Governor and Council. Tbe one is as 
responsible for it as the other.
